I'his Is u wonderful opportunity for 
young Americans who liavo tho ne- 
cessary mental, and physical qualifi- 
cations and(ago, and is published for 
the information of tho young men as 
well as parents, 


To secure this prize it is necessary 


that young men efilisl In the United 
Slates Navy and serve one year as an 
enlisted man; he then becomes eli- 
gible lo apply for examination, pro- 
vided he Is under twenty years of 
age. 
Tho examination 
Is 
strictly 


competitive and tho best man wins, 
No appointment from congressmen 
Is required and influence, political or 
otherwise, Is of no help. 
stands on his own merits. 


Bach boy 
The scope 


of the entrance examination Is about 
oiiual to a high school education. It 
is not necessary Ihal a boy have a 
high school education, however, as 
schools are maintained on all ships 
and stations whore ofllcers are de- 
tailed as tutors and whore boys aro 
prepared for examination, 


This Is a much surer way of enter- 


ing Annapolis than trying to secure 
nn appointment from civil Itil'e. It will 
bo borne In mind that of all the men 
of the navy, only about four thousand 
nro of the proper ago (under twenty) 
which means that ono out of every 
four hundred will secure the appoint- 
ment, 
Also the vast majority of 


those four hundred have had no high 
school work, probably only a gram- 
mar school education, so it can be 
seen dial a boy with some high school 
work who Is studious and ambitious, 
has an excellent 'chance ot securing 
this appointment. 
This chanco can 


be more readily realized when It is 
lomemborod that before this legisla- 
tion only about two hundred and fifty 
a year entered Annapolis from thn 
cniire Dulled States which Includes 
millions of American youths.

This is a wonderful opportunity for 
young Americans who have the ne- 
cessary mental and physical quaUtt- 
cations and age, and is published for 
the information of the young men as 
well as parents. 
To secure this prize it is necessary 
that young men enlist in the United 
States Navy and serve one year as an 
enlisted man; he then becomes eli- 
"ible to apply for examination, pro- 
?ided he is under twenty years of 
age 
The examination 
is 
strictly 


competitive and the best man wins. 
No appointment from 
congressmen 


is required and influence, political or 
otherwise, is of no help. 
Bach, boy 
stands on his own merits. The scope 
of the entrance examination is abouj. 
equal to a high school education. It 
is not necessary that a boy have a 
high school education, however as 
schools are maintained on all ships 
and stations where officers are de- 
tailed as tutors and where boys are 
prepared for examination.

1 Since- April 1 there have been 83,-

it to full war strength of 203,000 men. 
Unless recruiting, which has shown a 
decline during the last week, takes a 
-spurt, it may be necessary to resort 
to the draft. 


Latest reports reaching the militia 


bureau of the war department show 
that recruiting for the National Guard 
not In federal service is not holding, 
its own. During the last ten days '24 
states reported 
gains in National 


•Guard recruiting, while. ten stateK, the 
District of Columbia and Hawaii re- 
port losses. The net result Is a loss 
of 809 men. 


The chief factor in the loss is Ohio, 


where the National Guard units not 
in federal .service have dropped from 
•(551 ofllcers and 10,824 rneu on May 10, 
to 440 oflicars and 8,002 men on May 
20, a loss of 3,033. 


The lu.st available figures on the 


strength 'of the National Guard in the 
federal service showed that May 1 
there were 3,184 ofllcers and 68,560 
men. There are about 100,000 men in 
the grand units, which are to be draft- 
ed into the federal service between 
July 35 to August 5. 


To bring the National Guard to full 


war strength oC 400,000 men would' re- 
quire the addition of more than 200,- 
000 recruits.

port losses. The nut result Is a loss 
of 809 men. 


The chief factor in the loss is Ohio, 


where the National Guard units not

20. a loss of 3,033. 


The Hist available figures on tho 


strength of the National Guard In tho 
federal service showed that May 1 
there were 3,184 olllcers nnd 08,500 
men. There are about 100,000 men in 
the grand units, which are to be draft- 
ed into the federal service between 
July 15 to August 5. 


To bring the National Guard to full 


war strength of 400,000 men would re- 
quire the addition of more than 200,- 
000 recruits.

Astronomers Admitted to "Workshop 


of the Universe" to View Won- 


ders Therein. 


We look today on the things of. a 


century, a'millennium, ago. Light trav- 
eling at the rate of 186,300 miles a 
second requires more than four years 
to come from the nearest star, peulinps 
thousands and tens 'of thousands of 
years from, the farthest. Hence la 
every case we see not what is, but 
what was. 
- 
Thousands of nebulae-have been dis- 


covered in the heavens. 
The spiral 


pattern of some, few nebulae has long 
been confirmation of the theory that 
they are .the real beginners of a solar, 
system. But there has recently come 
in much evidence of the spiral charac-. 
ter of other nebulae, that the conclu- 
sion seems forced upon us that .practi- 
cally all are In a state of rotation and 
are hence supplying the cen r.ifuga 
force to throw off the rings which roll 
themselves up into planets revolving 
about central suns. 


'When opportunity Is given to look 


directly down upon n nebulae there re- 
sults startling evidence, of its being 
in rotation. There Is no other way of 
explaining it's .remarkable, details of 
structure. ' Some look like the propel- 
ler blades of a motorboat; some are ac- 
tually caught in-thp act of throwing off 
rings, which- are seen condensing at 
certain centers, rolling themselves into 
planets, henceforth to travel .around 
their suns.

Wilcox Highways Resolution to Aid 


Development' of Land in the 


State Introduced in the 


. " ' 
Senate.

Madison—Gov. Philipp has .vetoed 


.the' W. L. Smith bill providing that 
'the board of education of any city or 
•the district-board of any school dis- 
trict "may provide meals for children 
'attending schools at not exceeding the 
•cost thereof," as the board of educa- 
tion may determine. 
. To permit boards of education to 
furnish meals at cost is a worthy and 
laudable purpose, the governor says, 
but to furnish meals afbelow cost, or 
absolutely free, is neither a sound 
public policy nor a public puruose, in 
the constitutional sense, for which 
faxes may be levied. The governor 
notes that the bill opens the way for 
free meals to the children of the rich, 
who are abundantly able to pay, as 
well as those of the poor, who might 
not be able to pay. 


Gov. Philipp 'asked friends of the 


measure to amend the bill^so that it 
would come within provisions of the 
constitution, but the author and other 
socialists declined to do so, stating 
that the purpose of the bill was to 
permit boards of education to furnish 
meals free if they saw fit. 


The governor had a resolution in- 


troduced to recall the measure for 
amendment, but the resolution was re- 
jected. 


In his veto Gov. Philipp. said he 


would sign a "lunch", bill which came 
within the constitution. 


Senator Wilcox Introduced a. new 


bill requiring town boards to open 
new highways on petition of owners 
of land within half a mile of such 
highways, the cost to be apportioned 
equally among the owners of the land 
within half a mile of the highways, the 
town and/the county. The bill is in- 
tended to help open up to settlement 
the unoccupied land in the northwest 
and north parts of the state, and place 
a large part of the cost of the roads 
on large owners of land.

Madison — F. L. Prentice, chief of 


the youths' employment bureau of the 
United States department of labor, 
conferred with the state council of de- 
fense to arrange for the establishing 
df1 a separate agricultural zone in 
Wisconsin. 


This state has been assigned with 


Illinois, Michigan and Indiana, but be- 
cause,of the urgent need for farm la- 
bor the Badger state has been placed 
by itself. 


A director representing the state 


will be stationed at Madison to co- 
operate with the state agricultural de- 
partment, the state council of defense 
and all other organizations interested 
in the labor problem. 


"The department of labor, which I 


represent,"' he said, "has been oper- 
ating a little-more than two years. 
Recently Wisconsin has been made an 
•individual zone by itself under our 
system. I have received advices that 
the officers necessary for the opera- 
tion in Wisconsin of a separate em- 
ployment zone will be sent here, and 
it is the wish of the department to co- 
operate with the authorities of the 
state to the fullest extent.

farmer wants. He must tell us where 
he can advance transportation for la- 
bor, where he will use experienced 
help, whether be prefers any particu- 
lar nationality. 
He. must tell _us 


whether he requires help able to milk, 
how many cows he has, whether he 
can employ married or single men, and 
if be will accept a married man how- 
many children he is willing to accept 
in the bargain.

STATE TO PROTECT TROOPS 


Governor Philipp Promises-to Keep 


All Evil Influences from Military 


Training Camps.- 


Madison—Sharpers, gamblera and 


women of the underworld who con- 
sider it profitable to hover near a mili- 
tary training camp will not be permit- 
ted to trail Wisconsin's fighting forces. 


The mothers who give up their boys 


for military service are entitled to the 
assurance of the state that the moral 
welfare of the young men will be zeal- 
ously safeguarded, so far as it is pos- 
sible for the government to regulate 
and direct the life, of the men > after 
they leave home. 


This assurance came from Gov. E. 


L. Pbilipp. That the state appreciates 
its responsibilities in this direction 
was the governor's statement During 
a long, busy day, uninterrupted by call- 
ers, he took up many details relating 
to national defense, the most impor- 
tant conference being with Adjt. Gen. 
Orlando Holway concerning regulatory 
measures to suppress vice before it 
springs up near Sparta or Camp Doug- 
las, or in the vicinity of any other res- 
ervation that may be established, in 
this state. 


Gov. Philipp will ask the legislature 


to establish a three mile "dry zone" 
around military training camps. 
He 


says the authorities are fortified under 
the present statutes to deal with other 
forms of vice, where the law will be 
.enforced to 'the letter, both by mili- 
tary and civil authorities. 


The saloon is not the greatest men- 


ace near a training camp, the governor 
believes. Other vices, according to sta- 
tistics have proved more destructive 
and have a more significant relation to 
society. But he takes ttie position that 
the complete moral welfare of the 
young men who enlist, must be taken 
Into consideration. Adjt. Gen, Holway 
agrees wjth him. 


Gets Permanent Food Agent. 


Madison — The county board has 


hired Thomas M. Olson, 
formerly 


Bounty' agent in Butler county, Mis- 
souri, to serve ^Su Croix county m 
the capacity of a. permanent resident 
food agent. 
The new appointee is 


the twenty-third regular county agri- 
cultural representative to start work, 
in Wisconsin. Oneida county in 1913 
took the step which began the move- 
ment. All'but three of' the men,are 
serving northern or north central 
counties. 
About thirty counties of 


the state are now supplied with tem- 
porary 
emergency 
food, agents, to 


work with county defense councils 
during the present season. 


FIRST BADGER_ARMY 20,000 


Holway 
Confers With Governor to 


Mobilize Troops—Will Be in" 


Camp June 15. 


Madison — Adjt-Gen. Orlando Hol- 


way on arriving from Washington, im- 
mediately went into a conference with 
Gov. B. L. Pbilipp, over details of the 
mobilization of the. Wisconsin troops 
for the federal army. 


About 22,000 troops will be recruited 


of which 16,378 will make up the 
state's first active National Guard at 
the frout. Six depot battalions of 1,000 
men- each will be recruited, to be sta- 
tioned at Camp Douglas. 


The Wisconsin troops Trill go to 


Camp Douglas about June 15. About 
Oct. 1 the National Guard will be sent 
to Texas and the depot battalions will 
remain in the Wisconsin camp. 


Wisconsin troops will make up two-, 


thirds of the eleventh division, includ- 
ing six regiments of infantry, and 
Michigan will furnish the rest of the 
division, which will be kept intact dur- 
ing the war. 'Losses for sickness or 
other causes will be made up from the 
depot battalions.

Death Rate Shows Increase. 


Madison—Scarlet fever in the state 


caused fifty-eight more deaths in the 
first Quarter of 1917 than occurred in 
the corresponding period last year. 
The state board-of health, in its quar- 
terly report on mortality, says the sit- 
uation points strongly-to the need of 
providing 
isolation 
hospitals, 
well 


equipped and manned. During Janu- 
ary, February and March S.91S deaths 
were reported to the state board of 
health. This is exclusive of 406 still 
births, and corresponds to. an annual 
death rate of 14.2 per 1,000 popula- 
tion. This is somewhat higher than the 
average for the last-ten-year period, 
but. not as high as for the first quarter 
of 1916.

making imperative the need ..of se- 
crecy in connection with our naval op- 
erations.

that the newspapers did not give this 
information, would be pleased if the 
fact were brought to the attention of 
editors by way.of showing what ex- 
treme care Is required in- shielding 
military information from the enemy, 
whether it becomes public through the 
press or otherwise."

83 ONION MEN ARE INDICTED 


Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin Men 


Named—Charged With Con- 


spiracy. 


Boston, May 20.—Eighty-eight cor- 


porations and individuals were indict- 
ed by the federal grand jury here on 
Thursday for conspiring to monopolize 
interstate commerce on onions. 


The Indictments, which were re- 


turned as a result of a nation-wide In- 
quiry into the cost of food conducted 
last'winter by United States Attorney 
George W. Anderson of this city, al- 
lege that the defendants divided the 
territory of the country between them 
for the purpose of .eliminating compe- 
tition ; that maximum prices were fixed 
for the purchase of onions, and that 
the supply was hoarded in order to in- 
crease prices.

SUNS AND WORLDS IN MAKING 


Astronomers Admitted to "Workshop 


of the Universe" to View Won- 


ders Therein. 


We look today on the things of a 


century, a millennium, ago. Light trav- 
eling at the rate of 180,300 miles n 
second requires more than four years 
to come fiom the nearest star, perjnips 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
years from the farthest. Hence In 
every case wo sec not what i.s, but 
what was. 


Thousands of nebulae huvc been dis- 


covered in tho heavens. 
The spiral 


pattern of some few nebulae has long 
been confirmation ot the theory that 
they are the real beginners of a solar 
system. But there has recently como 
in much evidence of tho spiral charac- 
ter of other nebulae, thai the conclu- 
sion seems forced upon us that practi- 
cally all are In a state of rotation, and 
are hence supplying the centrifugal 
force to throw off the rings which roll 
themselves up Into planets revolving 
about central suns. 


.When opportunity Is given to look 


directly down upon a nebulae there re- 
sults startling evidence of Us being 
In rotation. There is no other way of 
explaining its remarkable details ot 
structure. Some look like the propel- 
ler blades of a motorboal; some are ac- 
tually caught in the act of throwing oft 
rings, which are seen condensing at 
certain centers, rolling themselves into 
planets, henceforth to travel 'around 
their suns. The great nebulae In An- 
dromoda gives striking evidence thnt It 
is working out another and a greatei 
solar system than our own. 


In short, It seems that In studying 


the nebulae wo are being admitted to 
the very workshop of the universe, and 
are permitted to watch the actual pro 
cess of turning out worlds, Nothing 
In the heavens Is better fitted to fill tho 
very soul with awe. As In the case of 
the "fixed stars," our lives are too 
brief, too feeble our eyes, Jo detect the 
actual motion.—Frederick Campbell's

laudable purpose, the governor says, 
but to furnish meals afbelow cost, or 
absolutely free, is neither a sound 
public policy nor a public puruose, in 
the constitutional sense, for which 
ttixes may be levied. The governor 
notes that the bill opens the way for 
free meals to the children of the rich, 
who are abundantly able to pay, as 
well as those of the poor, who might 
not be able to pay.

constitution, but the author and other 
socialists declined to do so, stating 
that the purpose of the bill was to 
permit boards of education to furnish 
meals free if they saw fit. 
The governor had a resolution in- 


troduced to recall the measure for 
amendment, but the resolution was re- 
jected. 
In his veto Gov. Philipp said he 


would sign a "lunch" bill which came 
within the constitution. 
Senator Wilcox introduced a new 


bill requiring town boards to open 
new highways on petition of owners 
of land within half a mile of such 
highways, the cost to be apportioned 
equally among the owners of the land 
within half a mile of the highways, the 
town and the county. The bill is in- 
tended to help open up to settlement 
the unoccupied land in the northwest 
and north parts of the state, and place 
a large part of the cost of the roads 
on large owners of land.

Orlando Holway concerning regulatory 
measures to suppress vice before it 
springs up near Sparta or Camp Doug- 
las, or in the vicinity of any other res- 
ervation that may be established in 
this slate. 


Gov. 
Philipp will ask the legislature 


to establish a three mile "dry zone" 
around military training camps. 
He 


says the authorities are fortified under 
the present statutes to deal with other 
forms of vice, where the law will be 
enforced to the letter, both by mili- 
tary and civil authorities.

NOW IS THE TIME 


TO SAVE THE APPLES 


The codling moth or apple worm 


causes the greatest loss to Iho applu 
crop in the United Slates, and par- 
ticularly in Wisconsin It may bo con- 
sidered our greatest apple post al 
this time. This insect was Introduc- 
ed from Europe many years ago and 
is now foun din practically all of Iho 
apple-growing regions of Uio country 
as well as many foreign countries. 
Its ravages and damage to fruits cuu 
be readily controlled by spraying al 
the proper time with aisonleal poi- 
sons as described below. 


Growth und Development of Insect 


Before treatment It is well to know 


the main points in the life history of 
this insect which produces Iwo broods 
during the year; two broods of Uio 
apple worm being produced 
oiu'h 


summer. 
The insect overwinters as a larvae 


in silicon cocoons spun underneath 
.loose pieces of bark on tho tico or 
in cracks of boards, boxosi or barrels 
or rubbish, wherever favorable lodg- 
ment can bo found in tho fall. 
Murly 


in the spring tho larvae in a cocoon 
changes to a chrysalis and emerges 
as ia tiny moth soon after tho bloom- 
ing period of the apples. 


First Brood 


Eggs are laid on tho young apple* 


and leaves at this time from which 
hatch liny larvae or "worms" which 
burrow into the apple and work lo 
the core, causing tho young apple to 
drop from Ihe tree in a short Umo. 
The well known "June drop" Is gen- 
erally the result of this altack. When 
the larvae is mature it spins a co- 
coon from which hatches an adult 
moth about tho last week oil' July. 


Second Brood 


Eggs are laid about Iho last week 


of July or tho first of August, and 
another life cycle as above la pasuod 
except that in Wisconsin Uio mature 
larvae spin up In favorable locations 
and remain so over winter, as do- 
scrlbed above. 


Controls 


A spray of arsenato of load, I to 


1% pounds of powdered (a pounds of 
paste) in each 50 gallons of water, 
should be applied 
just 
after 
the 


petals havo fallen from the trees. 
(Force the spray well up into tho 
end of the blossom). A second appli- 
cation of tho same strength should 


• be made about two week lator. 
No 


further sprayings will then be nn- 
cessary until the last week oil July 
or the first few days of August, <>t 
which time a second brood will be 
developing. 
These three sprayings may bo com- 


bined with lime-sulphur solution (or 
Bordeaux mixture) using 1 Vs gallons 
of the commercial material to each 
50 gallons of water. This llmo-sul- 
phur solution is of course used to 
control the "apple scab." 
These sprayings will also control 


all olher foliage-eating caterpillars, 
so that additional applications 
oi 


poison will not be necessary. Those 
treatments are cheap and easily ap- 
plied with the aid of proper spraying 
apparatus, such as a barrel pump or 
knapsack spraying pump whore tho 
smaller sized trees aro to bo Irealod.

Cliques Wanted—Many of the Cav- 
alry Regiments May Be .Converted 


Field Artillery. 
, 


i

Washington.—Everybody In Wash- 


ington knows that the National Guard 
problem lias been a •> vexing one for. 
the war department to solve. Some of 
the regiments'-in a few of the states 
never have been efficient and probably 
never could be .inude cfllcldnt under 
state control so long' as Indifference to 
the service continued In some places 
to prevail. The government Is going 
to take over at first only such of those 
National Guard regiments, not already 
federated, ns have met with all the 
requirements'of the law in equipment, 
numbers and efficiency. 


The National 'Guard regiments un- 


der the present plan—under the law, 
in fact—will continue to wear 
the 


badge of state service when they be- 
come a part of Uncle'.'Sam's"troops, 
but otherwise, to all effects,.purposes 
and appearances they will be a part 
of the regular army. 


Unless the' Guard by volunteer en- 


listments is 
recrult&d 
to 
Its 
full 


strength prior to the time' that' the 
federal government takes over such 
state organizations as are not enroled 
in Its service, the provisions of. the 
Hay bill for recruiting the Guard or- 
ganizations will be foregone, and .the 
men needed to complete the quotas 
will be chosen under the selective con: 
scriptlon rule. This means that whe;.i 
the United States takes hold of the 
task of tilling the regiments DO mnn 
over, thirty-one years of nge will be. 
added to the forces. 


The regular army authorities have 


been disturbed by reports from here, 
there and elsewhere that ambitious po- 
liticians and others were, raising com- 
panies', regiments and even brigades 
with the Idea of offering their services 
en masse. 
It was the intention of 


some of these organizations, if means 
could be found to do It, to enter the 
National Guard. The desire of Wash- 
ington has been that the National 
Guard should be recruited In a way to 
prevent the entering Into it of cliques 
or sets of men whose binding tie was 
political, racial, (Other than American) 
or even religious. 


Cavalry to Become Artillery. 


It has been said that some of the 


National Guard cavalry regiments, per- 
haps all of them, may be turned into 
field artillery regiments. There Is not 
much u.Ae for cavalry on the west 
front iu the present war, although of 
course there must be some cavalry for 
emergencies. Mounted 
troops when 


they are needed will be needed badly.

Magyar Political Economist Says In- 


terest on Debt Almost Equal* 


National Production.

"Hopeless," makes some startling reve- 
lations In regard to the state finance* 
of Hungary, according to the New 
York Times. Doctor Palyl Is not only 
a prominent Magyar political econo- 
mist, but he Is an ardent supporter of 
close economic relations with Germany, 


lie leads tip to th« statement thai 


Hungary Is Insolvent by pointing out 
thnt, while the productions of Hungary 
realized In tho year before the wnt 
$050,000,000, the war had cost the 
state up to March 1, $5,000,000,000, and 
that nn equal amount would be nece»- 
sary to liquidate national expense* at 
the close of, the war—If the end came 
soon. 
Hence, while the whole na^ 


tional production has never exceeded 
5050,000,000, the government will be 
called upon to pay In Interest alone 
$000,000,000, This Is, he says, why the 
Magyars refused to entertain the last 
war loan, the true figures of which 
have never been published. 
He pre- 


dicts "a revealed catastrophe" with the 
floating of the new war loan. 


"If the wage-earners," he declares, 


"were to pay 50 per cent Income tax 
and the farmers CO per cent of their 
produce In taxes, and the Industrial 
products were requisitioned entirely, 
even then the needs of the state would 
not be covered.

A regiment of regular Infantry for

Cliques Wanted — Many of the Cav- 
alry Regiments May Be Converted 


Field Artillery. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington. — Everybody in -"Wash- 


ington knows that the National Guard 
problem lias been a vexing one for 
the war department to solve. Some of 
the regiments' -in a few of the states 
never have been efficient and probably 
never could be made efficient under 
state control so long as indifference to 
the service continued in some places 
to prevail. The government is going 
to take over at first only such of those 
National Gunrd regiments, not already 
federallzed, ns have met with all the 
requirements of the law in equipment, 
numbers and efficiency. 


The National Guard regiments un- 


der the present plan — under the law, 
in fact — will continue to wear the 
badge of state service when they be- 
come a part of Uncle Sam's troops, 
but otherwise, to all effects, purposes 
and appearances they will be a part 
of the regular army. 


Unless the Guard by volunteer en- 


listments 
Is recruited 
to 
Its 
full 


strength prior to the time that the 
federal government takes over such 
state organizations as are not enrolled 
in its service, the provisions of the 
Hay bill for recruiting the Guard or- 
ganizations will be foregone, and the 
men needed to complete the quotas 
will be chosen under the selective con: 
scription rule. This means that when 
the United States takes hold of the 
task of filling the regiments no man 
over thirty-one years of nge will be 
added to the forces. 


Tho regular army authorities have 


been disturbed by reports from here, 
there nnd elsewhere that ambitious po- 
liticians and others were, raising com- 
panies, regiments and even brigades 
with the idea of offering their services 
en masse. 
It was the intentiou of 


some of these organizations, if means 
could be found to do it, to enter the 
National Guard. The desire of Wash- 
ington lias been that the National 
Guard should be recruited in a way to 
prevent the entering into it of cliques 
or sets of men whose binding tie was 
political, racial, (Other than American) 
or even religious. 


Cavalry to Become Artillery. 


It has been said that some of the 


National Guard cavalry regiments, per- 
haps all of them, may be turned into 
field artillery regiments. There Is not 
much u.ie for cavalry on the west 
front in the present war, although of 
course there must be some cavalry for 
emergencies. Mounted troops when 
they are needed will be needed badly. 


i Artillery, however, is a prime neces- 


j sity, and as the troopers of the Na- 


I tionnl Guard know horses und know 


i how to ride them, they will be espe- 


j eially useful in artillery outfits which

Building Up the Army. 


A regiment of regular infantry, for 


Instance, .will be .split into three bat- 
talions, and with each battalion as a 
nucleus, a new regiment will be con- 
structed. Taking It on the three-bat- 
talion basis, there will be two battal- 
lions of recruits to one of veterans in 
the new organizations. 


Of course this proportion will hot 


run through the entire army, but it 
will come pretty close to so doing, 
because virtually 200,000 men will 
have been added to the standing force, 
which at the beginning' consisted of 
only about 100,000 men. 


It can be seen, therefore, readily 


enough that a regiment of National 
Guardsmen which has seen service on 
the border and which has been kept 
intact in spirit, in discipline and in 
drill, whl for its main part be 5n bet-, 
ter trim for front service than a reg- 
iment of regulars two-thirds of whom 
are now in the business. 


Of course the regular-army men will 


have the advantage of gaining given 
by officers of long, hard service. The 
recruits U\ the course of a few months 
will attain the standard of their com- 
panion regulars, nnd the new regi- 
ments in trim and efficiency will b« 
equal to the organizations "as they ex- 
isted before being split up into small 
units about which'to .build up new for- 
mations.

The one qualification 
necessary is to say that application is 
only to those Guard organizations that 
are fully recruited, that have met with 
the approval of the federal authorities 
and that saw service on the border. 
Almost unquestionably the federalized 
Guard will find itself at the front as 
quickly as the regulars except lor 
those few seasoned regiments of the 
standing army which probably will be 
sent into the fight quickly.
